North Scotts five SLOEN Lay schools are truly the center of their respec- 
tive communities. Built less than 30 years ago, and the recipients of regular 
updates, the schools are well-maintained, single story buildings. Each school 
is located on a minimum of 10 acres, has its own gymnasium and an ample 
supply of updated playground equipment.

Academic Activities: 

Students at North Scott High School have the opportunity to participate in a variety of academic-related activities. Aca- 
demic clubs include: National Honor Society, Foreign Language Club, Future Farmers of America, Science Club and Art 
Club. KNSH is a student-operated radio station that also provides a unique leaming experience, The North Scott Student 
Congress also sponsors an annual Lancer Leadership Camp. The camp altracts a vaniely of speakers and is held to pro- 
mote student leadership and to recognize students with leadership abilities. 


North Scott's Fine Arts auditorium is widely-recognized as one of the state’s best, and is home to one of the areas most 
highly-regarded drama and music departments. The auditonum seats 800 people, has an orchestra pit, and is utilized by 
Lancer Productions and Countryside Community Theatre, 


The North Scott Jazz Band was the first high school group ever invited to perform at the Bix Beiderbecke Memorial 
Jazz Festival, and since 1977 the school's bands have annually earned Division I ratings at state and regional contests. 


Athletics: 

North Scott is the home of the Lancers, and the school is a member of the Mississippi Athletic Conference, known 
state-wide as one of Iowa's finest. Lancer athletes compete with the state’s best in football, basketball, baseball, track, vol- 
leyball, wrestling, golf, soccer, cross country and softball. North Scott is proud of its 2,400 square foot weight training and 
conditioning facility, which is one of the state's largest. Most of the equipment in the facility was donated by the North 
Scott Athletic Booster Club, which was voted the number one booster club in the state of lowa in both 1992 and 1993.
